ANALYSIS  OR  TORSION  TRADE

POULTRY  : 

Considerable  auantities  of  live  poultry  are  received  annually, 
most  of  it  coming  from  Canada.  Annual  imports  during  the  last  five 
years  have  averaged  1,842,000  pounds,  approximately  three  times  the 
19 10 "14  average. 

The  last  few  years  have  seen  a big  increase  in  imports  of 
dressed  poultry,  average  imports  during  1924-28  amounting  to  4,722,000 
pounds  as  compared  with  an  average  of  only  544,000  during  the  five 
year  period  immediately  preceding  the  war.  At  present  Argentina  is 
our  principal  source  of  supply,  these  imports  consisting  largely  of 
turkeys.  A considerable  Quantity  of  poultry  is  also  received  from 
Austria  and  the  United  Kingdom,  part  of  which  no  doubt  originated 
in  other  European  countries. 

EPOS  AND  ECO  PRODUCTS: 

Foreign  trade  in  eggs  and  egg  products  is  small  in  proport  ion 
to  production  and  in  proportion  to  the  exports  of  other  agricultural 
groups,  the  net  export  value  never  exceeding  18,875,000  the  high  fig- 
ure reached  in  1919.  Since  then  there  has  been  a decided  downward 
trend  in  exports  with  a very  significant  gain  in  imports  resulting 
in  a declining  export  balance. 

Nearly  all  of  the  exports  go  out  as  eggs  in  the  shell.  During 
the  last  five  years,  between  28  per  cent  and  48  per  cent  have  gone  to 
Cuba,  between  14  per  cent  and  19  per  cent  to  Mexico  and  between  14 
per  cent  and  28  per  cent  to  Argentina. 

Imports  of  dried  and  frozen  whole  eggs,  egg  yolks  and  egg  al- 
bumen make  up  over  95  mr  cent  of  the  total  imports.  China  supplies 
practically  all  of  our  imported  egg  products  as  well  as  our  imports 
of  eggs  in  the  shell.  The  major  portion  of  the  whole  eggs  come  in  as 
frozen,  imported  yolks  are  about  equally  divided  between  dried  and 
frozen  and  the  albumen  is  largely  dried.  Due  to  the  unsettled  con- 
ditions in  China,  post  war  years  show  considerable  fluctuation  in 
imports  of  all  classes  of  eggs  but  with  a general  upward  trend. 

D ing  1928-1929,  total  imports  were  valued  at  $8,129,000  as  com- 
pared with  the  1922-26  average  of  $6,435,000  or  an  increase  of 
25  per  cent .

The  term  "entry  for  consumption"  is  the  technical  name  of  the  import 
entry  made  at  the  customhouse  and  implies  that  the  goods  have  been 
delivered  into  the  custody  of  the.  importer  and  that  the  duties  nave 
been  paid  on  tne  dutiable  portion.  Some  - of  them  may  be  afterward 
exported.  Imports  for  consumption  were  first  reported  in  1867  and 
published  in  1868.  . : 

Kind,  quantity  and  value  of  imports  “ The  kind,  quantity  of 
value  of  imported,  merchandise  are  ascertained  from  the  entry  filed 
by  the  importer  at  the  ustomhouse. 

The  value  of  imported  merchandise  as  shewn  in  the  statistical 
tables  is  the  foreign  value  or  the  export  value,  whichever  is  higher; 
that  is,  the  market  value  or  the  price  at  which  the  merchandise,  at 
the  time  of  export  at  i on  to  the  United  States  is  offered  for  sa.le  in 
the  principal  markets  of  the  country  from  which  exported,  including 
the  cost  of  containers  or  coverings  and  all  expenses  incident  to 
p la  ing  the  merchandise  in  condition  ready  for  shipment  to  the 
United  States, 

Reexports  or  exports  of  foreign  merchandise  - Goods  which  have 
teen  imported  into  this  country  either  for  reexport  or  consumption  and 
are  afterward  exported  having  undergone  ho  change  in  form  or  condition 
or  enhancement  in  Value  by  application  of  labor  in  the  United  States.

'Average  export  Value  per  unit'  - These  have  been  computed  by- 
dividing  the  total  export  value  each,  year  by  the  total  quantity  and 
are  not  to  be  regarded,  as  a. quotation  of  prices. 

The  value  upon  which , a given  average  in  this  table  was- based 
is  composed  of  items  which  represent  shipments  possibly  of  different 
grades,  of  the  articles  mentioned  from  different  parts  of  the.  United 
States  and  at  different’  seasons  of  the  year.  Th.e  actual  value  of 
any  one  shipment  included  in  this  total  is  its  value  at  the  time 
and  place  of  exportation. 

Years  - The  years  end  September  30,  1790  - 1842;  1843  is  for 
nine  months,  October  1,  1842  - June  30,  1843;  and  the  years  end 
June  30,  1844-1929. 

Leaders  - Indicate  no  information  exists  but  do  not  neces- 
sarily signify  that,  there  were  no.  figures  for  that  period  as  they  . 
may  have  been  included  with  "all  other"  or  wi.th  the  "un enumerated" . 

Noncontiguous  territory  - In  the  statistics  of  foreign  commerce 
of  the  United  States,  the  Phi.lippine  Islands  and  Virgin  Islands  of 
the  United  States  are  treated  as  foreign  countries. 

The  statistics  of  foreign  commerce  include  the  trade  of  the 
customs  districts  of  Alaska,  Hawaii  and  Porto  Rico  with  foreign 
countries  but  since  1902  do  not  include  the  trade  of  these  terri- 
tories with  the  United  States. 

In  19.03,  the  trade  with  Alaska,  Hawaii  and  Porto  Rico  was 
for  the  first  time  fully  and  definitely  recorded  (see  Commerce  and 
Navigation  of  the  United  States,  1903,  Vol.  1,  page  31).  Therefore 
separate  tables  have  been  compiled  showing  shipments  from  the 
United  States  to  Alaska,  Hawaii  and  Porto  Rico,  1903  - 1929. 

The  collect  ion  of  statistics  of  trade  with  all  noncontiguous 
territory  was  authorize i by  an  act  of  Congress,  April  29,  1902.
